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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The nearest prior art, Wallenius et al, teaches a cellulosic fiber based web 
comprising fibers having a freeness in the claimed range as well as a wet strength resin, 
but does not teach the presence of a cationic polymer, anionic polymer and cationic 
surfactant based softener. Cationic wet strength resins, anionic polymers and cationic 
softeners are well known in the art as typical additives to tissues. The tissues of 
Wallenius et al however, exhibit much lower wet strength values for an equivalent basis 
weight that those of the instant invention. Other prior art (Chen et al, 6346234) also 
discloses freeness values within the claimed range but much lower wet strength values 
than claimed (col 5, lines 4-10; col 35, lines 10-11 and 35-62). Bhat et al (5958187) 
tabulates the wet strength of several commercially marketed tissues, each of which is 
much lower than the claimed range (col 20, Table 1). There is no disclosure or 
suggestion in the prior art of cellulosic webs comprising the highly refined fibers and 
having the high wet strength of those of the instant invention.
